FREEZING GREEN 
PEANUTS 

Many requests have 
come in recently asking 
about freezing green pea- 
nuts, Green peanuts may 
be frozen successfully if 
they are harvested in the 
mature stage, washed and 
frozen in moisture-vapor 
proof containers and frozen 
at zero degrees, After 
thawing, boil as fresh nuts. 
If the peanuts are boiled 
and then frozen, the salt 
that you used could cause 
them to develop a rancid 
flavor, especially after be- 
ing frozen for three or 
more months, 


ROSES 

Don’t forget insect and 
disease control for roses, 
Right now, aphids, spider 
mites, and thrips are the 
main insects troubling our 
rose plants. As for disease, 
black spot and powdery 
mildew are the big prob- 
lems.

15, 1966, Charles Ellis, 
Chairman, Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conser- 
vation County Committee, 
said today, 

The payments represent 


sany unpaid part of the esti-| 
mated diversion payment} 


and the additional price 
support to growers who 
voluntarily signed up and 
then met applicable pro- 
visions of the programs, 
Growers could request that 
half of the estimated di- 
version payment be made 
in advance at the time of 
the sign-up last spring. 

The diversion payments 
are figured at 10,5 cents 
a pound on the projected 
yield of the acreage di- 
verted at the level signed 
up. The price-support pay- 
ments amount to 9,42 cents 
a pound on the projected 
yield of the acres planted 
within the farm’s domestic 
allotment>(65 per cent of 
the effective allotment), 
The payments will raise 
return from the 1966 up- 
land cotton crop substan- 
tially. 

Cotton farmers on the 
larger farms took part in 
the 1966 program by re- 
ducing their cotton plant- 
ings by at least 12.5 per 
cent below the farm’s 
effective allotment, putting 
the diverted acres into an 
approved conserving use, 
and meeting other program 
provisions.

One of the most frequent 
problems encountered so 
far by hospitals adminis- 
tering the new Medicare 
program is locating claim 
numbers for Medicare pa- 
tients. This information 
was given today by Harry 
N, Scott, District Manager 
for Social Security in Do- 
than, Many patients have 
been going to the hospital 
without their health insur- 
ance identification card. 
This card has their claim 
number printed on it and 
helps the hospital to sub- 
mit a claim for payment, 

Scott asked that anyone 
who has not gotten his 
health insurance card, or 
who has lost his card, check 
with Social Security right 
away and get a new one, 
Everyone should have his 

card with him when he goes 
to the hospital, This is 
the only way he can be 
sure the hospital will know 
he has hospital insurance to 
help pay his bill. 

Scott said a Medicare 
handbook was mailed to all 
people entitled to hospital 
or doctor bill insurance 
under Social Security. This 
handbook explains how Me- 
dicare works, what benefits 
are payable and what are 
not, It also explains how to 
make a claim for reim-

Harbuck, son of ArlonHar- 
buck, a civilian sheet metal 
worker at the post, heard 
the sputtering TH-13 heli- 
copter as it flew over his 
home, 

The aircraft sounded 
like ‘‘a big gun’’ when it 
crashed, according to Alec, 
who hurried to the site of 
the wreckage. The helicop- 
ter hit on Orin Bowden’s 
farm about 200 yards from 
Alec’s home, 

The teenager found the 
instructor pilot, Roland 
LaPointe, of Enterprise, 
Alabama, who had a broken 
hip, trying to pull the stu- 
dent, Warrant Officer 


Candidate Carl D, Kirts, 
of Tucson, Arizona, from 
the burning aircraft. 


Alec dragged both men 
away from the helicopter. 
He said he was ‘‘scared 
to death’ the aircraft would 
explode, so he had to get 
the men away from it quick- 
ly. 


Alec said by the time 
he had dragged the men 
away from the burning hel- 
icopter, the rescue team 
from Fort Rucker arrived 
and then transported the 
crash victims to the Army 
Hospital. \ 

LaPointe was trans- 
ferred tothe Southeast Ala- 
bama General Hospital in 
Dothan and is in satisfac- 
tory condition, Kirts was 
flown to Brooke Army Med- 
ical. Center, Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, where he 
is on the seriously ill list,
